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There was a large gathering of friends and 
patrons of the Hospital yesterday evening 
when the annual Commemoration Service for 
Dr. Richard Steevens, the founder of the 
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hospital in 1720, was held. It was in 
September oí that year that Dr. Steevens was 
appointed Regius Professor of Physic in the 
niversity of Dublin. In October of the same 
ear he was, for the second time, elected 
resident of the King and Queen’s College of 
Physicians. Steevens, who was a son of a 
Church of England clergyman, was educated 
at Trinity College, and in 1 he graduated 
Doctor of Medicine in the University oí 
Dublin. He died at the age of 56 years, 


and hy his will left the bulk of his property | 


to his sister, Grizel, to provide, after her 
death, “a proper place or building within 
the City of Dublin for an hospital for main- 
taining and curing from time to time such 
sick and wonadel persons whose distemper 
and wounds are curable.” It was from this 
bequest that the hospital, which still bears 
his name, took its origin. Since that time 
Steevens’s Hospital, by its staff of physicians, 
surgeons and nurses, has conferred in- 
caleulable benefits, not only on the people of 
Dublin, but on large numbers from different 
parts of the country. 

In the Chapel of the Institution last evening 
a religious ceremony was held, at which boys 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral Choir rendered the 
music. 

The Rev. Canon Crozier, M.A., preached 
the sermon, in which he paid a tribute to 
the memory of Dr. Steevens and his sister, 
Grizel. 

Among those present were:—Mr. E. D. F. 
Banks (secretary and accountant), Miss A. 
Reeves (matron and _ superintendent ol 
nurses), and the Chaplain, the Rev. J. 
Alcock.

In the House of Commons yesterday the 
Minister of Health was asked if his attention 
had been called to the forcible removal to a 
lunatic asylum of a sane woman, Mrs. Broad, 
of Bedford Park, West, London, by servants 
of the Middlesex County Council, through a 
mistake in the address, and whether he would 
set up a public tribunal to inquire into exist- 
ing regulations and to suggest new safeguards 
for the public 

Mr. J. H. Shakespeare (Parliamentary Secre- 
tary)—The occurrence has been reported to 
the Minister by the Middlesex County Council, 
who are the authority primarily responsible 
in the matter. The whole circumstances are 
being investigated by. the Council, and the 
result of the investigation will be reported 
to the Minister without delay. He must 
consider this report before he decides what 
action on his part is desirable. 

Sir William Davison (Conservative)—Can he 
say whether it is a fact that no written par- 
ticulars were given to the officers of the 
Middlesex County Council who wer» entrusted 
with the removal of this patient, that they 
were instructed by telephone; and will he 
suggest to the Council or whatever authority 
is responsible that it is very undesirable that 
matters of great importance should be 
ordered over the telephone without written 
instructions? Also, is it not possible for the 
officers certifying a patient as mentally 
afflicted. to be present, so as to identify the 
patient? . 

Mr. Shakespeare—As I have said, the 
precise facts are being inquired into, But 1 
can say that if the facts as represented in 
the Press are found to be true after due 
inquiry, the whole House will join Sir William 
Davison in expressing deep concern and 

ret that an incident of so grave a nature 
has taken place. (Cheers.)
